FOUGHT OVER THE FOOD 
AND ONE SOUGHT DEATH 


“When Professor Colagzrave Cut His 
Throat, by Desperate Efforts a 
. Physician Was Got to 
Him—Passengers Al- 
most Famished. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 2.—Passengers 
arriving today on a Great Northern train, 
due last Friday, tell of being snow- 


bound for four days and five nig << © ! 


the prairies of North Dakota in the mic*t 
of the worst blizzard the northwes* |''5 
seen in many years, with only 
enough for two frugal meals a day, and 
with such a small amount of fuel that 
the ladies had to wrap themselves in 
blankets and the men to wear their over- 
coats day and night to keep from freez- 
ing. The train was completely lost to 
the world. 

Late Thursday afternoon it picked its 
way out of Williston in the hope of being 
able to reach Minot, 14 miles away, be- 
fore night. Almost midway, at a little 
stopping place called Ray, where there 
is only a siding, a water tank and a coal 
shed, the train stalled. The engineer 
thought he could run the engine back 
to Williston and get aid, and taking the 
conductor with him, started on the re- 
turn. The ione engine was stuck in a 
drift in a cut a short distance out of the 
town and had to be abandoned. This 
left the train of eight coaches and about 
twenty-five passengers alone on the sid- 
ing and with all communication cut off. 
Then started the long siege, during which 
the cold had to be borne and hunger 
stified. 

Suffering Caused a Riot. 

There was much suffering, and there 
was an incipient riot on the first day. 
The second-class passengers insisted that 
they must have as much or more food 
than the others, and as they were in 
larger numbers and had more ravenous 
appetites, it was difficult to confine them 
to their quota. Many were not willing, 
as the first-class passengers insisted, that 
the women and children should be fed 
and taken care of first, but after somé 
argument they were prevailed upon to 
yield. 

Monday evening Professor Colegrave, 
of the University of Washington, who 
was en route east on a vacation trip and 
who had been despondent and morose, 
attempted suicide by cutting his throat 
with a razor. There was a physician on 
the train, but he had no factlities~ for 
performing the necessary operation, and 
it was absolutely necessary to get into 
cammunication with one of the neighbor- 
ing towns. In their desperation the pas- 
sengers broke open everything in the 
train chests, and in the conductor's box 
found a telegraph instrument. A young 
man, an electrician, on the train, faced 
the blizzard and tapped one of the wires 
and attached the instrument. 

Surgeons Come Through Snow. 

He knew a little about telegraphy and 
notified the operators at both Minot and 
Williston of what had occurred. From 
each place a snow plow was started in 
front of an engine bearing a surgeon, 
The one from Minot, after a hard night's 
work, reached the siding early the follow- 
ing morning and the wounded man was 
removed on tne first train to.St. Paul, 
where he was cared for at the city hos- 
pital. The almost famished passengers 
who had suffered from the cold and ex. 
posure, were given food and warm berths 
in the first train pushed through the 
drifts. The rotary plow made one trip 
through the drift between Ray and Minot 
but the snow piled in so rapidly that it

Sure that it will contain a provision that 
the circuit court of appeals shall sit at 
Atlanta,” said Senator Bacon, in discuss- 
ing the fact that the bill as drafted pro- 
vides for the sitting of the court at Mont- 
gomery. 

“It isggo nanifestly true that Atlanta 
is the offy place to be considered in this 
connection: that I do not anticipate any 
serious trouble in having the change 
made. You can rest assured that it will 
not go through the senate until it con- 
tains a provision for the sitting of the 
court at Atlanta.”’ 

Senator Bacon is a member of the judi- 
ciliary committee and believes he will hava 
no very great trouble in persuading his 
colleagues that Atlanta and not Mont- 
gomery should be the headquarters of 
the new circuit. Senator Pettit of Ala- 
bama, is also a member of the committee, 
but all of the considerations of locality 
and of business done in the federal courts 
are so strongly in Atlanta’s favor that it 
is not believed that Senator Pettus will 
b- be #hle to Shape the action of the com- 


mitte+> so «s to favor the Alabama capi- 
tal, et * he endeavors to do so. 
4’‘an a Will Be Designated. 
oO. Jently believed that when this 
‘t bill gets out of the judiciary 
cuminittee it will deSiguate Atlanta as 
the site of the circuit court of appeals of 
the new circuit; should it not, and should 
the question be left for the senate to 
decide, Senator Clay will join hands with 
Senator Bacon and the two Georgians 
will use every means in their power to 
bring about the end which both heartily 
favor.

There are at present nine circuits. The 
largest of these in point of territory is 
the eighth, which includes the states of 
Minnesota, lowa, Missouri, Arkan-

and Utah, with the territories of New 
Mexico, Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
added. Since ‘this circuit was créatea, 
these states have increased very greatiy 
in ‘population and weaith and naturally 
the business of the courts has increascd 
in proportion. In some other circuits the 
increase has been practically as great. 
Illinois, for instance, is now in a ecircuit 
with Wisconsin and Indiana, whereas 
there is sufficient business in Illinois 
alone to: warrant the state being made a 
circuit unto itself. The same is true of 
Ohio. 

The second largest circuit in the coun- 
try is the fifth, which includes Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Texas. 

Provisions of Hoar’s Bill. 

Senator Hoar has prepared a bill which 
provides for the division of the country 
into fifteen circuits, it being his view that 
no Jess number will bring about the 
equitable distribution of business which 
is desired. The Hoar plan is based large- 
ly upon population, a study of the work 
of the courts in different parts of @.- 
country having proven that the buéginess 
of the circuit courts is about in propor- 
tion to the population. , 

Senator Hoar’s bill proposes to divide 
the judicial districts of the country into 
the following circuits: 

First—The districts of Maine, New

Georgia Items Stand. 

The sundry civil appropriation bill 
passed the house this afternoon without 
any of the items for Georgia being strick- 
en from it. 

Among the new ftems inserted in the 
bill today was an appropriation of $50,000 
to carry out the provisions of the law 
authorizing the establishment of a ma- 
riné hospital building at Savannah. This 
amount is to enable the government to 
procure a site, prepare the plans and 
make contract for the completion of the 
building, which, when finished, is not to 
cost more than $125,000.

The item Tejating to national parks led 
to some discussion and Mr. Maddox, of 
Georgia, congratulated the committee on 
appropriations for incorporating in the 
bill the direction to the secretary of war 
to submit to the next congress a plan for 
the consolidation of the existing commis- 
sions in charge of the several national 
parks. 

Mr: Parker, of New Jersey, raised the 
point of order against this provision, in- 
sisting that this subject was properly 
under the jurisdiction of the military af- 
fairs committee. 

The point of order was sustained, 
whereupon Mr. Cannon offered the follow- 
ing provision, applying to the appropria- 
tions for national park commissions, and 
it was adopted: 

“No portion of the foregoing sums for 
national military parks shall be used dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1903 for the payment of 
more than one commission for service in 
connection with each of said parkg under 
the direction of the secretary of war, 
nor shall more than 10 per cent of the 
sums for either of said parks be expended 
for the salaries of clerks or other em- 
ployees.”’ 

The appropriation for the defense of 
suits before the Spanish tyeaty claims 
commission was increased from $60,000 to 
$112,000, 

The bill was then passed. The revenue 
cutter bill was taken up for discussion, 
and at 4:55 p. m. the house adjourned.

RAIL MONOPOLY 


Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner Discusses Ad- 
vance in Rates.

While it is 
pornape true that the crying evil of to- 
ay is the railway preference, and while 
the magnitude of that wrong can scarce- 
ly be overstated, the ultimate danger 
which confronts us is the excessive trans- 
portation charge; that this speci 2s 
of property, largely owned and en- 
Urely controlled by the very wealthy, 
will impose upon every other spe- 
cles of property, and therefore mainly 
in the end upon the poorer classes, an 
unjust tax. Monopoly has been odious 
in all ages, not because it discriminates, 
but because it extorts. We are face to 
face with railroad«monopoly. 

Why is it that when cost of transpor- 
tation is decreasing, when tonnage is in- 
creasing, when gross revenues are stead- 
i growing larger and net revenues are 
still more rapidly gaining the rate itself 
should also advance?

If rates 
were too low they ought to advance. The 
question is as to the reason for the thing 
itself.

Competition and Rates. 


“It is vigorously insisteqd that railwa 
competition does not reduce railway eae 
and that no danger fs to be apprehended 
from the removal of such 
Upon the contrary, I undertake to affirm 
that no important reduction of general 
import has been made in the published 
rate during the last decade which was 
not mainly due to railway competition. 
[ affirm the converse, that no advance 
has been made in published Tate, or in 
the actual rate, in recent years, which 
has not been effected py the elimination 
of some railway competition. 

If competition has been the regulator 
of railway rates in the past, and that 
competition is fast becoming a vanishing 
quantity, what is the remedy? The nat- 
ural answer is, compel competition by 
law, prohibit combinations by statute, 
That is the remedy of Governor Van Sant. 
That ig the remedy of the attorney gen- 
eral. It never can be made an effective 
one. The Northern Securities Company 
may be dissolved; if it be an Htlegal in- 
Stitution it certainly ought to be. But 
what has been gained by its dissolution? 
A little over capitalization has, perhaps, 
been blotted out; nothing else has really 
been accomplishel. The Great Northern 
and the Northern Pacific railroads are 
still owned by the same men. They are 
friends, in fact, and no amount of legis- 
lation can ever®* compel them to fight 
like enemies, What is true there is true 
in every other case. You cannot secure 
Satisfactory railway competition by law. 
You may compel it in spots and by 
Spasms. You may even secure it, perhaps. 
upon the surface, but actual, effective 
competition, competition which competes, 
will soon be a thing of the past-in the 
railway world. The quicker we appre- 
ciate this fact the better shall we deal 
with the problem. 

“If the owners of railway property are 
fre to: say what shall be charged for 
the service of transportation, they will 
in the long run rob the public. No 
amount of sophistry can disguise it; 
such a condition is against common 
Sense, common experience and common 
decency. 


The Remedy Discussed. 


“What, then, is the remedy? 

“The railway is a public servant. Its 
rates are subject to public regulation. 
The government not only may, but should, 
compel the charging of just and reason- 
able tariffs. That remedy is perfectly 
adequate, perfectly just and perfectly 
capable of application. In that way and 
no other wav can the dangers presented 
by combinations. by the combination of 
railway competition. be dealt with. When 
there is somé competent tribunal. clothed 
with the power to ftnquire whether a 
railway rate is just and to make it iust 
if found unjust, the danger of combina- 
tion. largely ceases. You and T might 
prefer competition, but if in the verv 
nature of the case competition cannot 
be had, we must take the only temedy 
avilable. 

“Tt is earnestly insisted that there ts 
today no complaint.- no cause for the 
exercise of this function bv the govern- 
ment. The interstate commerce commis- 
sion has at the present time no authority 
to correct. these wrong4 and this fact 
is well understood by the public. 

“The railway rate {s propertv. When 
vou meddle with that rate vou deal with 
private propertv. A slight change in 
that rate is af great consequence to the 
railway and of equal consequence to the 
public. In all attempts to regulate that 
rate the greatest caution must be ob-

\CHOLBRA RAGES AT MANILA 


Seventy-three Deaths from the Dis- 
ease Have Occurred. 


TYPE IS VERY MALIGNANT 


Health Board Having Difficulty in 
Finding the Whereabouts of 
the Cases. 


Manila, April 2.—Up to noon today 117 
cases of cholera had been reported and 
seventy-three deaths from the disease had 
occurred. 

The health board, since the establish- 
ment of the detention camp, has been 
having much difficulty in finding the 
whereabouts of cases of cholera. As soon 
as the members of a household find a case 
they either send the sick person out of 
the house or flee themselves. 

Major Maus, the insular health com- 
migsioner, has written to the bishop ob- 
jecting to the action of the priests in in- 
forming the people that no cases of chol- 
era have occurred; that only cases of 
cholerine have been discovered, and that 
the sanitary precautions are only taken 
to annoy the people. Major Maus has 
made a €reat number of postmortem ex- 
aminations and found that they were all 
of the malignant Asiatic type of cholera. 


CURRENCY CAUSES TROUBLE. 


Manila Merchants to Send Message to 
the President. 

Manila, April 2.—At a meeting tonight 
of the chamber of commerce, at which 
all the members were present. it was 
decided to send a cablegram to President 
Roosevelt urging congress to take im- 
mediate action concerning the currency 
question here, which, owing to the pres- 
ent depreciation of silver and the ratio 
of exchange of $2.27 Mexican for $1 gold, 
fixed by the United States Philippine com- 
mission for the ensuing quarter, has 
caused an immense loss of business and 
a great increase in the local prices of 
necessaries. 

Many articles now cost 30 per cent more 
than they did last December.

THEY MURDERED TEN BOERS. 


British Killed the Burghers to Get 
Their Money. 

London, April 2.—The Morning Leader 
publishes the alieged story of the crimes 
which led to the/ycourtmartial and execu- 
tion of two Australian officers in South 
Africa, which :s just now exciting keen 
indignation in Australia; 

The newspaper asserts that several 
officers of this particular irregular corps 
shot the natives like rats, and that 
they are even suspected of murdering 
men of their own command against whom 
they had grudges. The incident which 
led to their courtmartial was the cold- 
blooded “execution” by those officers of 
ten Boers who were journeying to Pleters- 
burg with the object of surrendering. 

It was supposed these Boers had £20,000 
with them. Actuated by cupidity the 
Australians stopped the Boers, tried them 
by mock courtmartial and ordered all to 
shot. This was done by a squadron of 
the soliiers after some of the noncommis- 
sioned officers had refused to carry out 
the death sentence. The officers then 
ransacked the Boer wagons and were 
disgusted upon finding that the £20,000 
was in Transvaal paper morey. 

Continuing The Morning Leader says 
a German missionary a few miles dis- 
tant from the ‘scene of ‘“‘execution’’ heard 
of the affair. Then one of the Austra- 
lians concerned, fearing he would divulge 
lis information, shot the missionary 
dead. This shooting eventually led. to 
a complaint by the German consul to Lord 
Kitchener, who proceeded to  court- 
martial the Australians.

Cape- Town, April 3.—A private service 
for his family and friends was held over 
the remains of Cecil Rhodes at Groote 
Schuur last evening. 

The body was brought here at midnight 
last night and deposited in the vestibule 
of the parliament building. The coffin 
is draped. with a tattered union jack, 
which belonged to Mr. Rhodes and which 
he regarded with peculiar veneration, 
and with a tattered flag of the British 
chartered South African Company, which 
went through the fight at Mafeking. On 
these two flags Test the cap and gown 
which the deceased wore when he took 
his degree at Oxford. Cape policemen 
are grouped in the corners of the cham- 
ber as a guard over the remains. A beau- 
tiful wreath of flowers from Queen Alex-

CARNEGIE GIVES TO HAVANA. | 


Cuban City will Accept the Million. 
alre’s Proposition. 

Havana, April 2.—As a result of an 
interview between Lieutenant Matthew 
Hanna, commissioner of schools for Cu- 
ba, and a secretary Of Andrew Carnegie, 
the mayor of Havana has received q let- 
ter from Lieutenant Hanna in connection 
with a proposal from Mr. Carnegie to 
give $250,000 to the municipality for a 
public library. 

The municipal council of this city today 
voted to send a letter to Mr. Carnegie 
saying it had been informed he would 
give Havana this sum for a public library 
provided the city would give land for 
the building and guarantee $25,000 a year 
for maintenance of the library.

BOERS ATTACK 
BRITISH REAR 


Brisk Action Is Reported to 
the War Office By Lord 
Kitchener. 


BRITONS TRY TO SURPRISE 
BOERS, BUT ARE SURPRISED 


Four British Officers Reported 
Wounded, but Further Details. 
Are Not Given—Boer Loss” 
Said To Have Been 
Very Heavy. 


London, April 2.—Lord Kitchener, in a 
dispatch from Pretoria made public this 
evening, announces that the Second dra- 
goon guards fought a sharp rear guard 
action near Boséhmans Kop during the 
evening of March 31. Four officers are 
known_to have been wounded. No fur- 
ther details of the casualties have been 
received. ; 

The column commander, Colonel Law- 
ley, detached the dragoons with~the ob- 
ject of surprising a Boer laager reported 
to have been located 15 miles east of 
Boschmans Kop. The draganns found the 
Boers strongly posted, and the burghers 
were subsequently largely reinforced, with 
the result that the dragoons had to fight 
a hard rear guard action in order to re- 
gain the main column. The heavy firing 
called up Colonel Lawley and his troops, 
who drove off the Boers. The latter's 
loss is reported to have been heavy. 


SUES THE TOBACCO TRUST. 
Davis Claims He Was “Buncoed” Out 
of His Stock. 

New York, April 2.—W. C. Davis, who 
claims to have been the holder of 400 
shares of the common stock of the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Company before that corpo- 
ratin was merged in the Consolidated To- 
bacco Company, has brought suit in equl- 
ty in the supreme court of this county to 
recover those shares on the ground that 
he was induced by fraudulent misrepre- 
sentations on the part of the directors 
of the American to part with Fits stock 
for bonds of the Consolidated. He eays 
he was assure] by the direcsawe that the 
earning power of the Amercanu Tobacco 
Company was not more than 8 per cent 
on its common stock, while they knew it 

to be considerably more>. 

The directors informed him, he allaged, 
that a majority of the stockholders had 
consented to the exchange, while, he as- 
serts, the directors themselves did not 
exchange their stock, but withdrew it, 
thereby getting the benefit of the greater 
earning power ever since. 


MULE SPINNERS TAKE ACTION. 


Discretionary Power Will Be Given 
to Local Unions. 

Boston, April 2.—The question of the 10 
per cent advance in wages recently grant- 
ed in many southern New Engiand cotton 
mills was under discussion at the session 
of the National Mule Spinners’ conven- 
tion today and it was decided to give dis- 


cretionary power to the local unions. This’ 


means that if any local union desires to 
press the matter the fight will be back- 
ed by the national organization. Jt was 
decided to make the office of national sec- 
retary an elective one instead of a per- 
manent one. 

Resolutions were adopted that the gov- 
ernment should have all its warships 
built at the navy yards instead of by com- 
peting contractors, and favoring the pass- 
age of a more stringent Jaw as on imme- 
diate necessity for the welfare of Amer 
can workmen.

Portland, Oreg., April 2.—The repub-

Trouble in the National League Has 
‘Been’ Settled. 


He Is the Mah Who Presented the 
Temple Cup—palding’s Let- 
ter of Resignation. 


New -York, April 2.—The National 
baseball war is practically ended. A. G. 
Spalding has tesjgned his claim as chief 
executive of the big organization and the 
office will. be teridered to William G. 
Temple, of Pittsburg. There will be no 
further contest in the courts. 

Mr. Spalding’s letter of resignation was 
presented to the miagnates at the second 
day’s session of #he peace conference at 
the’ Fifth Avenué*fiotel. The letter was 
presented by James Hart, president of 
the Chieago club. 

Mr. Temple was at. one time owner of 
the Pittsburg club and is a man of large 
means; it was te - who donated the Temple 
cups to be played for by the clubs finish- 
ing first and second at the end of the 
league season. He is known as a lover 
of the sport, but it was felt here tonight 
that he might possibly decline the honor 
tendered him because the league has ~.<- 
cided "to establish its permanent head- 
quarters Néew York and he, being a 
busi an, may not find it possible to 
epend: his time here. 

It has also. been decided to make the 
offices of president and secretary-treas- 
uber separate. Ihe latter office will, ac- 
cording to the, best information, be ten- 
dered to N. E. Young. Mr. Yeung said 
tonight- he would accept the office, 
though it necessitated his coming to New 
York and establisbine his office here. 


Spalding’s Letter. 

The letter was addressed to the Na- 
tional League and Association of Profes- 
sional Baseball Clubs, and read: 

‘‘Gentlemen—in aegcepting the presidency 
of the National “zue, to which office 
I was informed last#December I had been 
duly elected, I promutgated the following 
platform as the policy of my adminis- 
tration: 

‘To promote, foster, elevate and per- 
petuate the game of. baseball, the na- 
tional field sport of America. 

* “To eliminate all objectionable features 
that may tend to degrade and demoral- 
ize the sport. 

**To inculcate in the governors of the 
game, club officials, umpires, players and 
every one interested in or connected with 
the national sport, a realization of what 
true sportsmanship is and to subordinate 
the financial side of the game. 

“*To cultivate among the players a de- 
sire for thg highest athletic development; 
that they may by their skillfulness, in- 
tegrity and gentlemanly deportment, both 
on and off the fteld, raise their profession 
to a high plane and _,add luster and in- 
cerest to the national game. 

**To establish ‘a central governing body 
in which all professional baseball inter- 
ests shall be properly represented, this 
body to be clothed with ample power to 
carry into effect these and other objects 
that tend to maintain the integrity and 
high standard of the game,’ 

“Conditions have arisen which, in my 
opinion, make it impossible at this time 
to carry<out all the principles embodied 
in the. above platform, and as no com- 
promise or modification of these princi- 
ples will be satisfactory to me, I have 
decided to discontinue further efforts “in 
this direction, and hereby tender my res- 
ignation as ‘president of the National 
League and respectfully insist that it be 
accepted without delay. 

“I wish to emphatically declare that I 
am prompted in this action solely by the 
belief that prolonging a factional politi- 
cal warfare into the playing season would 
be distasteful to the public, injurious to 
the National League in particular and to 
professional baseball in general. Re- 
Spectfully, | A. G. SPALDING.” 

Thus ends one-ef.the bitterest internal 
struggles that.das;ever shaken the Na- 
.tional .League,: and. which threatened to 
wreck the premter -baseball organization.

Indianapolts, Ind., April 2.—The opera- 
tors.of the West Virginia bituminous coal 
fields, it is understood, have ynti} the last 
of this week to make up their minds 
whether or not’they will meet. their men 
in joint conference for the purpose of 
making an annual wage. settlement. 

Taus;far all efforts to get the West Vir- 
ginia owners to agree to treat with the 
men as an organization have failed. Af- 
ter the last failure, a short time ago, it 
is understood, the officials of the sub- 
districts of West Virginia were instruct- 
ed to make one more attempt, and, if they 
failed, the sanction of. the national union 
was to be given for a genera! strike. This 
sanction means that the big organiza- 
tion will contribute funds for the support 
of the strikers, 

The national] executive board will have 
a meeting in Indianapolis Monday and 
will probably be in session several days, 
as it is admitted at headquarters that it 
will be the most important meeting the 
board has held since it ordered the great 
strike in the anthracite fields a year ago. 

The West Virginia miners are to send 
information to this city by the last of the 
week regarding the attitude of the opera- 
tors so it can be acted on by the national 
board. It would not be surprising, ow- 
ing to the feeling among the miners, if 
a general] strike in West Virginia is or- 
dered without further delay. 

Three Thousand Idle. 

Butte, Mont., April 2.—The strike of the 
hoisting engineers in the amalgamated 
mines, whereby nine of the principal pro- 
ducers of the big copper mining company 
are tied up, and over 3,000 men rendered 
idle, with the prospects that as soon as 
the supply of ore has been exhausted in 
the smelters thousands more will be 
thrown out of work, shows few signs of 
an early settlement. The stationary en- 
gineers are defiant and propose to make a 
determined fight for an increase in wages. 

Anaconda, Mont., April 2.—The Ana- 
conda and Washoe concentrators were 
closed tonight, throwing about 1,500 men 
out of employment. This action was 
made necessary by the strike of the 
hoisting engineers of the amalgamated 
mines in Butte. The smelters have a 
limited supply of ore, enough it is thought 
to last two or three days, when they, ‘oo, 
will be forced to suspend, throwing 2,000 
men cut of work. 


Not a Mine Was Worked. 

Altoona, Pa., April 2.—Not a mine of the 
Rochester and Pittsburg Coal and Iror 
Company was worked today. President 
Gilday, Secretary Gilbert and National 
Officers McKay and Rice are in confer- 
ence at Clearfield tonight. 

The miners of the Buffalo, Rochester 
and Pittsburg Coal Company are well or-— 
genized and with considerable financial 
aid back of them have confidence in their 
ability to put up a long fight if necessary. « 
Netices were posted at the Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg railroad car 
shops in Dubois today, ordering the clos- 
ing of the shops until the strike has been - 
scttled. This will throw 400 mechanics and 
laborers out of employment indefinitely. 
Besides this a number of railroad crews 
have been laid off. With all the mines 
idle along ‘the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg road there will be no coal trat- 
fic and the effect of the miners’ strtke will 
be felt all along the line from Buffalo 
and Rochester to Butler.

‘LANTERN TIED TO HIS FOOT; 


WARNING PINNED ON BREAST | 


‘Sensational Rumors Concerning Miss 
» , Adamson’s Condition Are Un- 
true—Was Out Yesterday 
and Will Return to 
School Today. 


Rome, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—The 
mangled and bullet-riddled body of Wal- 
ter Allen, the negro who was lynched in 
Rome last night, was quietly cut down 
_.this morning by the authorities and is 
"ow at an undertaker’s shop awaiting 
. burial. 

Allen’s body was left all ldst night 
hanging to a telegraph pole. A lighted 
kerosene lantern was tied to one foot and 
a big placard was pinned to his breast 
Searing these words: ‘‘Thus they die, who 
mistreat our women.” 

This morning an inquest was held by 
the coroner, resulting in the following 
verdict: 

‘We, the jury, find that the deceased, 
Walter Allen, came to his death by shoot- 
ing, the parties committing the breach 
of the’ law to us unknown.” 

So quiet and peaceful was Rome this 
, morning that it is hard to realize the fact 
that last night saw one of the wildest 
and most exciting incidents in the entire 
history of the city. Men who were out- 
raged to the point of desperation last 
night this morning are attending to their 
usual avocations as though nothing at all 
had happened. Last 'night’s mob was not 
; a wild and frenzied crowd at all. It was 
quiet, but grim and determined. The 
. Floyd county jail*will have to have a new 
door and one of the cells is broken; other- 
wise there was no violence used. One 
man, who was rather more talkative than 
the mob cared to tolerate, was promptly 
conducted away from the jail and ad- 
vised to shut up. He very promptly did, 
and he was heard from no more. 

Cool in the Face of Death. 

Allen was remarkably cool, under the 
circumstances, and protested his inno- 
cence. He said he knew he was going to 
bes hanged, and-said he-was sorry the 
people were mistaken. While Allen pro- 
tested his innocence, there is no doubt 
that the mob secured the right man. 
Other witnesses today testified to having 
seen him in the neighborhood when the 
nttack was made, and he was seen enter- 
ing the house just before the crime was 
- attempted. 

There has been no scramble for pieces 
of the rope and other souvenirs, as is 
sometimes the case in these affairs. This 
Rome mob seems through with the mat- 
ter, now that the criminal has,beén dis- 
posed of. 

At a late hour a telegram from Allen’s 
widow, who isin Gainesville, the former 
home of Allen, says she does not want 
* anything to do with the body and does 
not care what becomes of it. Allen will 
be buried as a pauper.

‘to school the following day, but he ad- 
vised rest and quiet.

|Policy Holders. Say Union with 
‘American Guild Was Without 
Their Knowledge. 

Savannah, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—The 
Anvil Insurance Company, of Savannah, 
D. B. Lester, president, was today put 
temporarily in the hands of a receiver on 
the 
Winchester, Ky., and of Elizabeth A. 
Robinson, of Cumberland county, North 
Carolina. John Morris was named as re- 
ceiver. 

The Anvil semesters state that the 
amalgamation of the Anvil and the Amer- 
ican Guild, which was recently effected, 
was without their knowledge or consent, 
that now ‘they receive communications 
from the Guild to the effect that, 
desire to reinsure in the Guild they may 
do so. 

The premiums in the Guild are higher, 
but the Guild allows them to pay the 
Same premium as heretcfore. The fave 
value of the policy and the considerations 
therein expressed ere materially altered. 
The amount of the policy is brought down 
more than one-third, and in some cases 
nearly one-half. The pclicy is changed 
from a life policy to a ten-year policy. 
A reexamination is required. 

In the event any disabisity has occurred 
since the examination for the Anvil policy 
then the applicant is not entitled to re- 
insurance. Should the insured die with- 
in four years his beneficiaries get only 
one-fourth of the altered amount of the 
Guild policy. 

Secretary Mallory’s Statement. 

Macon, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—When 
the American Guild consolidated with the 
Anvil, the Knights of Damen were inter- 
ested in the deal, and entered into a com- 
bination with the Guild. Tonight Su- 
preme Secretary F. I.. Mallary, of the 
Knights of Damon, said:

It was that of a 
Mr. Bass, who lived in the neighborhood. 

The other party was Carl Taylor, the 
bridge watchman. He was fearfully cut, 
having six knife wounds in his head and 
neck, one cut reaching from the back of 
the neck around to the throat, severing 
the muscles. He crossed the tresfle in 
a run in order to get clear of the passen- 
ger train. He just succeeded in doing 
this and walked to town, carrying his 
rifle. 

When he reached town he sent for the 
sheriff and told him what he had done. 
Doctors were called in and the wounds 
sewed up and dressed. He _ displayed 
wonderful nerve all tnrough, and this 
afternoon insisted on walking up town 


home, 

The difficulty was over a business mat- 
ter. Bass was a tenant on Taylor's place. 
It is said that Bass attacked Taylor with 
a knife, and that Taylor was unable at 
first to use his rifle, but finally succeeded 
in shooting Bass twice in the breast, 
which wounds proved fatal. No arrest 
has been made.

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Augusta, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—W. L. 
Collins, a farmer of Edgefield county, 
S.-C., was assassinated yesterday after- 
noon at Fox’s creek, Martinsburg road, 
Aiken county, five miles from Augusta, 
by negro highwaymen. George Wood, 
a farrher, also of Edgefield county, 8. 
C., a neighbor and a friend of Mr. Col- 
lins, was slightly wounded in the hip 
and left shoulder. 

The negroes’ names are not known. 
They are at large, escaping after the 
assassination. They attempted to hold 
up the farmers, who were returning to 
their homes from Augusta, where they 
had been transacting business, and the 
effort was resisted. 

The farmers were riding in a buggy, 
when one negro appearedeon the road- 
side with a pistol in each hand and com- 
manded the men to throw up their hands. 
Mr. Collins was unarmed, but Mr. Wood 
guickly drew his pistol. The negro fired, 
the ball striking Mr. Collins in the re- 
gion of the heart, the ball from the other 
pistol striking Mr. Wood in the right hip. 

Mr. Wood fired on the highwayman, but 
does not know that he struck him. An- 
other highwayman, from the bushes, fired 
with a rifle, the ball wounding Mr. Wood 
very slightly in the left shoulder. Five 
shots were fired. The negroes escaped into 
the woods. 

Searching parties and officers of the 
law are seeking them. A posse came to 
the city during the afternooh, leaving 
a description of the highwaymen with the 
police officers. The inquest will be held 


in the morning.

COSTLY FIRE AT COLUMBUS. 


Handsome Residence Totally Destroy- 
ed—Several Other Blazes. 
Columbus, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—Fire 
this morning at 3:30 o’clock completely 
destroyed the handsome home of G. R. 
Golden and J. F. Pomeroy. The origin of 

the fire is unknown. 

The occupants of the house were 
aroused by the crackling noise of the 
flames, and while they escaped with their 
lives they were unable to save any of the 
furniture, In addition to the furniture 
pocketbooks and a brocech of diamonds 
belonging to Mrs. Pomeroy were lost.

The governor cites 
the act of congress of January 16, 1901, 
and the article of the Virginia constitu- 
tion regarding congressional reapportion- 
ment, and says:

Having successfully pushed the ship 
subsidy bill through the senate its sen- 
atorial sponsors are now confronted 
with threats of obstruction in the 
house. Even Speaker Henderson is 
said to be doubtful of the political 
wisdom o. enacting the measure at the 
present séssion, while a large number 
of the floor republicans say that if the 
bill is shoved upon them they will 
vote against it. 

The situation, however, does not 
greatly trouble Senators Hanna and 
Frye, who are the Castor and Pollux 
of the subsidy shipmasters. The house 
has passed its river and harbor bill, 
carrying appropriations to a_ large 
amount, and which the members feel 
are essential to the transportation in- 
terests of their districts. The bill is 
now in the senate and in the hands 
of the committee responsible for the 
subsidy scheme. Amd that makes a 
most interesting state of affairs. 

The members of the house majority 
are veinhg suavely impressed with the 
idea that the shipping interests are 
as important as the rivers that bring 
interior commerce to the ports and as 
the harbors that are useless without 
ships to come into and go out of them. 
It is pointed out that there is a com- 
munity of interests, therefore, be- 
tween the grants in the subsidy Dill 
and the sixty millions involved in the 
-river and harbor bill—so much of mu- 
tuality, indeed, as to make it proper 
that they should stand or fall to- 
gether. ; ‘ 

To put the case in blunt, bold-face 
terms, the subsidy senators naively 
intimate that they are going to use 
the river and harbor bill as a bludgeon 
with which to compel the house to 
vote through the ship subsidy scheme. 
Their terms to the house are uncondi- 
tional.surrender. If there is to be no 
subsidy for the ship. combine there 
snall be no mony to improve rivers, 
to carry on existing contracts for im- 
.?rovements or to further enlarge har- 
bor iacilities. It is a plain case of 
“stand and deliver” tnat the house has 
run agaifist.

Japan and Russia. 

Despite the fact that some people 
profess. to see blood on the moon, we 
can discover no ground for the takk 
of war between Japan and Russia over 
the Chinese bone of contention, as Ja-, 
pan’s ally on the: one side and 
Russia’s on the other are both anxious: 
for peace and neither one is apt to be. 
led blindly into hostilities. 

England is having her hands pretty} 
full just now with the “little affair’ 
down in South Africa and she feels 
that she has about as much as she can, 
say grace over in keeping the Boers 
straight. 
to putting on any more war paint. 
Internal commotions which she cannot 
easily regulate are keeping her awake 
at night and she is not apt to take the 
field in search of trouble afar off 
while her present fit of insomnia over 
troubles at home continues. England 
and France both want to lay in as big 
a supply of olive branches as j Ossible 
and war is not attractive to either of 
them at this stage o.: the game. 

Without the cooperation of their po- 
litical allies it is safe to assume that 
Japan and Russia will find it prudent 
to adjust their grievances without ap- 
pealing to the arbitrament of the 
sword, and we are afraid that the 
blood-thirsty contingent who are snuf- 
fing the air for the scent of sanguinary 
disturbances in the Orient will have 
to content themselves with some other 
kind of excitement. 


Those Cuban Postal Cases. 

The proceedings in Havana in con- 
nection with the Cuban postal cases 
are necessarily confusing to the Amer- 
ican understanding. 

In the first place it must be remem- 
bered that when the United States 
took charge of Cuba the government 
established over the island was purely 
a military government under the au- 
thority of the president as commander 
in chief of the army and nayy. It has 
never been @ congressional or a civil 
government, and is not either now. 
By military order the previously ex- 
isting laws of Spain were declared of 
full force and validity, except as they 
might be subsequently modified, 
amended or abolished by the orders of 
the military governor. 

‘tthe courts, civil and criminal, were 
reorganized with officers appointed. by 
the military governor and operating 
under the previous Spanish codes. 
Since then all offenges committed in 
the island, not exclusively cognizable 
im the military courts of the army 
proper, have been given over to the 
jurisdiction of the Cuban courts. 

The department of posts in Cuba 
was established directly by orders of 
the president of the United States, is- 
sued through and executed by the 
postmaster general of the United 
States, and not through the military 
government of the island. The direc- 
tor of posts and his immediate subor- 
dinates were appointed, by the presi- 
uent through the American postal au- 
thorities. 

The consequence was that during 
the year 1899 and into the year 1900 
Director of Posts Rathbone was in un- 
disputed authority over the postal af- 
fairs of Cuba, reporting to and receiv- 
ing instructions from the Washington 
department only. That course of con- 
duct was not interfered with. by Gov- 
ernor General Brooke. 

When, however, General Leonard 
Wood succeeded General Brooke as 
military governor, he insisted that 
Director Rathbone should report the 
operations of his departments to mili- 
tary headquarters, the same as was re- 
quired of the other departments of 
government. Director Rathbone re- 
fused to do so and claimed that he 
was under the sole control of the 
United States postoffice department 
and that the military governor had 
nothing to do with him or his depart- 
ment. He refused even to allow his 
department to be inspected by mili- 
tary inspectors from headquarters, as 
United States postal inspectors were 
periodically performing that duty. 

General Wood carried the case be 
fore the president with the result that 
the secretary of war and the postmas- 
ter general agreed that the depart- 
ment of posts in Cuba should be treat- 
eq@ by the military governor as other 
departments of the Cuban govern- 
ment, General Wood at oncé ordered 
his inspector to go cnrough the depart- 
ment and the result was the prompt

“Native Hay asa Mon- 
ey Crop.” 


By T..A. Adkins, Jr. 
(Written for The Constitution.) 

A question that should receive the care- 
.ful consideration of every one interested 
fn the future welfare and development of 
the agricultural interests of Georgia is 
that of the cultivation of hay as a money 
crop. 

Wihile the value of this crop has not 
yet been fully appreciated by our Geor- 
gia farmers I know from personal obser- 
vation that successful experiments in 
raising hay have been made by a large 
number of the thrifty and progressive 
men of this section. There is certainly 
no obstacle in the way to prevent hay 
from being raised plentifully and profit- 
ably in this state. It requires very lit- 
tle labor and practically no expense. The 
demand in the past has always been 
greater than the supply, and the price 
has ranged from $10 to $20 per ton, the 
greater part of the crop having brougpt 
the higher figure 

On account of the short corn crop in 
this state for the past few years it has 
caused a great many of the most eco- 
nomical and progressive farmers to give 
the raising of hay a trial, which was 
not only profitable to them as feed stuff, 
but as a money crop. 

I believe today that there are more 
farmers taking agricultural periodicals in 
Georgia than ever before. They are run- 
ning their farms upon a more systematic 
plan and at the least expense. They are 
continually taking up new ideas and di- 
versifying their crops, and native hay as 


&@ money crop is one that in the future 
will be one of the principal money makers 
known to the farmers. The time has now 
arrived, owing to the present status of 
uncertainty in the corn and cotton crops, 
that the farmer must not rely wholly up- 
on them, and in view of these circum- 
stances and in behalf of the interests of 
that class of people who are recognized 
as the backbone of the country I say 
without fear of eontradiction that hay 
can be made profitably by every farmer 
who will give it a fair trial. It is only 
those who have done this in the past few 
years to a great extent that have been 
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able to pull through without giving 
mortgages on Aheir crops for money bor- 
rowed to buy feed stuff. 

For illustration I will use the experi- 
ence of a young farmer near this city 
as related to me a few days ago. He said 
when questicned by the writer that he 
raised on an average of a ton of hay to 
the acre last season, and besides saving 
himself about $150 in a feed bill for his 
own stock he marketed between $7 and 
$100 worth of his crop. When asked what 
he thought of native hay as a money 
crop he said that, hoping to again profit 
by his past experience. he had laid aside 
especially for that purpose_this year an 
even larger acreage and was going to 
prepare it for the best results possible. 
“fT have also cut down my cotton crop,”’ 
he said, “to 10 acres to the. plow, for I 
realized more money out of my hay crop 
last year, after deducting all expenses, 
than I did on my cotton crop.”’ 

The writer knows of several Dooly 
county farmers who raised hay last sea- 
son with results equally as satisfactory. 

From the information that I have gath- 
ered on this subject from various sources 
I have no hesitation in saying that If be- 
lieve hay can be raised with good results 
in Georgia, and that it will eventually 
take its place with King Cotton as a sta- 
ple money crop. / 


AFTER PENDING TWO YEARS 
NOTED CASE IS NOL PROSSED 


STORY, grewsome in its details, 
A was brought’ out in the United States 

court yesterday during proceedings 
necessary to nol prossing a cise pend- 
ing since 1899. In the picture wrought by 
District Attorney Angier and his assist- 
ants, Messrs. Bell, Massey and Camp, rep- 
resenting the government, and Judges 
Watt Harris and T. C. Milner, of Car- 
tersville, caring for the defendants, cof- 
fins, hickory withes, more dreaded by the 
old slaye than the cowhide itself, chains 
and small rope or heavy twine played a 
prominent part. 

During the latter months of 1899, Jack 
Spence, a revenue collector, destroyed a 
still on George Taylor's mantation in 
fartow county near Cartersville. Spence 
arrested Taylor and a man named Jones, 
charging them with owning and manipu- 
lating the illegal plant. Tiaylor was one 
of the wealthy men of the county, a lead- 
er poltieally and otherwise and predic- 
tions were frequent thiat he would even 
up with some one for the “‘indignity’’ 
heaped upon him. Close upon the. stories 
of the naid and destruction came a déc- 
laration that Henry Collins, a well known 
Bartow county man, had given the infor- 
mation upon which Spence made his raid. 

One bright December morning, as Christ- 
mas holidays were beginning to manifest 
themselves, the Collins household arose 
with the dawn. The elder Collins went 
upon the veranda for fresh air. It was 
yet dark. Collins stumbled over some- 
thing, making a ghostlike echoing noise, 
and quickly found himself encased in 
what was subsequently found to be a 
cheap coffin. -With a light, brought from 
the house, Collins ascertained that a 
cheap coffin and a bundle of lashes had 
been placed upon this verandia. A card 
on thie coffin, a cheap pine one—there are 
none cheaper—andg a sentenc®Ywritten on 
a piece of paper tied to the dozen withes, 
then green and pliable, told the story. 

Collins was briefly informed that if he 
went any further with his information 
he might-regret it. Collins denied having 
given any information. He was open in 
denouncing the act which had given the 
female members of his family a decided 
scarce. A few nights after Collins fell into 
that cheap coffin his home was made un- 
inhabitable by some parties and the deed 
was charged to George Taylor, J. N.

others. On the night in question the 
Collins residence was rocked, window 
glass being broken, the roof perforated 
and the building damaged. During the 
evening the dumb bull gwame was played.

The cord 
is waxed and with a piece of leather 
about the size of a glove the dumb bull 
worker begins his game. Grasping The 
cord within the leather in order to pro- 
tect the hand the breaker of the midnight 
quietude begins pulling. As he moves 
away a noise unearthly and indessrih:™!e 
ensues. The citizen peacefully and hap- 
pily sleeping springs from his bed, all 
kinds of dreams and ideas flitting through 
his brain. Those who have endured the 
serenade once make no effort to locate the 
point from which the cord leads. Mores 
than one person leaving his hdnfe fog this 
purpose has been fired upon and as 4 rule 
the safest plan is to remain in the house. 
If the house is in a valley the echo, 
sounding and resounding, makes it the 
more unbeanable. 

The dumb bull feature resulted in the 
appearance before the Tnited States 
grand jury of parties whose testimony 
resulted in true bills against Taylor, Jolly 
and others charging them with conspir- 
acy, and arrests followed, the accused in 
each case giving bond for their appear- 
ance before the United States court in 
Atiantia. In the meantime the cases in 
the state court were pending, the charge 
hefore Judge Fite being riot. Concurrent 
with the riot cases was a civil suit by 
Collins against the parties charged in 
the United States court. In the civil euit 
Collins swore that at the time the still 
was destroyed he had no c&nnection with 
the United. States secret service, neither 


‘was he serving the government in any 


ecapackHy other than that of a good, law- 
biding citizen. In that case Coliins was 
given a verdict for $250, while in the 
criminal side of the case in the estate 
court Taylor and Jolly entered pleas of 
guilty and were fined $125 each. Collins’ 
teatimony in the state courts showed that 
no conspiracy existed and after the case 
had been pending én the courts, in one 
shape or another, since 1899, it was on 
motion of United States Attorney Angier 
nol prossed yesterday morning.

Moris: Bron College Students’ 
Make Charges Apainst James 
M, Henderson, 


PETITION TURKED DOW 
BY EXECUTIVE COMMITTE 


Investigation Was Held Yesterday 
Morning—Bishop Turner, Chan- 
cellor of College, Makes a 
Statement—The Affair 
Causes Sensation. 


Pupils of the Morris-Brown college for 
colored stugents appeared before the 
executive committee of the board of 
trustees yesterday morning with a pati- 
tion requesting the removal! of James M. 
Henderson, the president of the colleg>. 
The alleged grounds for complaint were 
that Henderson’s character was not such 
as a man holding his position should pos- 
8¢@s and that he did not take a proper 
care of the campus. 

The petitioners were made to appear 
and testify and after they had been heard 


from the committee refused the petition_ 
and passed a resolution declaring their. 4 


| 


confidence in Henderscn’'s private and of- 
ficial character. 

The affair caused a flurry exscite- 
ment among the students of the colleg-. 
It was talked around that chsrges would 
be preferred against the president, alleg- 
ing that he was a man of immoral char- 
acter and unfit to be at the head of the 
school. It is not known whether or not 
the matter will be carried any further. 

‘Trustees Investigate. 

The committee met at No. 30 Yonge 
wtreet, Bishop Turner, the chancellor of 
the college, presiding. The petition was 
signed by students from the senior, the 
sophomore and the freshman classes. it 
e°t forth that President Henderson was 
not. the kind of man to hold the position 
of president. One by cne the signers 5f 
the petition were examined, and it fs said 
by Bishop Turner that mone gave any 
direct or satisfartory evidence upon 
which the charges could bo founded. The 
students say otherwise. 

Affter the petition was refused the 
trustees decided that not only was the 
rresident doing his full measure of duty, 
but he was working too hard, and steps 
were taken to relieve him of some of his 
labors. 

Bishop Turner stated last night to a 
reporter for The Constitution that the 
pétition was the outgrowth of splee 1 on 
the part of dieerunti:d students who did 
not personally like Hendersen. 

Bishop Turner’s Statement. 

“The charges were absolutely without 
fcundatton,’”’ ne said, ‘and the executiva 
ccmnifttee, after pafiently hearing all the 
petitioners had to say, unanimously de- 
c'ded that President Henderson was a 
man of the highest charactcr and emi- 
nently fitted for the position he cccupies. 
I believe him to be tha best tnan for the 
position we can get, and his character is 
without spot or blemish. As to the cam- 
pus mot being well kept, I wish to say 
that we do the best we can with th; 
Toney we have. We ate too poor fo have 
everything to suit the taste of some o 
the fastidious stud2nts.”’ , 

The students state that the charg2s 
were not only made against Henderson, 
tut against others of his family. They 
State also that this is not the first time 
such charges have becn brought forward. 

Henderson stated to The Corstitution 
that there were eight students who 
signed the petition asking for his re- 
mcval. 

“It Came from students,’ hea stated, 
‘who may have some sort of a personal 
grievance. I desired the matter to be 
‘ully heard and asked thit all the pet'!- 
tioners and as mény other witnasses as 
| ossible be called to testify. I was ex- 
cnerated, as the trustees will tell you.”

Fully one thousand gtrong the Atlanta 
delegation whl board the train for 
Charleston at 8:30 o'clock this morning.

CHARGE T0 OPEN 


Bishop Warren Candler Talks 
of His Visit to Wash- 
ington, 


NO CHARGES TO REOPEN 
IN THE STAHLMAN CASE 


The Bishop States That His Visit to 
Washington Was in the In- 
terest of the Cuban Mis- 
sion—Attended the 
Conference. 


) 

Bishop Warren A. Candler returned 
from Baltimore yesterday. He has been 
in attendance on the Baltimore confer- 
ence and was surprised, he says, by the 
dispatches s2nt out from Washington 
concerning his presence in that city when 
passing through on his way home from 
the conference, and which specials were 
published in The Savannah Press, The 
Atlanta Evening Journal, The Constitu- 
tion and other papers. 

The bishop says: 

‘Phe correspondents are mistaken in 
their surmises. In the first place, I am 
not ‘the official head’ of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south. The Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, has no official 
head. I am one of its eleven bishops, and 
one of the junior members of the Hpisco- 
pal college. The correspondents say that 
I propose to revive charges of alleged 
corruption growing out of the $100,000 
commission paid to Major E. B. Stahl- 
man for. services in connection with the 
bill passed by congress some years ago 
to reimburse the Methodist Publishing 
House at Nashville for damages done to 
it by the federal army during the civil 
war. I know nothing of any charges of 
corruption and have none to revive or to 
set agoing. Certain misstatements were 


made to senators pending the considera- | 


tion of that bill in the senate. Those mis- 
statements did not in anywise affect the 
justice of the claim nor involve any cor- 
ruption concerning it. They simply con- 
cerned the amount of Mr. Stahiman’s fee, 
and are matters for the general confer- 
ence alone to deal with when it meets in 
Dallas next thonth. I have been gather- 
ing no data on the subject, for none of 
the facts are in dispute. I have no fight 
to lead at Dallas, for a bishop is not in 
position to lead any fight in the general 
conference. He can not vote and has no 
privileges of the floor beyond a very 
limited right of addressing the conference 
under certain conditions. 

“There is no occasion for me to bring 
this or any other ‘matter to the attention 
of the general conference, and beyond 
signing my. name, along with the names 
of the other bishops, to the Episcopal 
address, a formal document sent to every 
general conference, I have no intention 
of sending any communication. to that 
body whatsoever. 

Interest of Cuban Mission. 


“IT stopped in Washington on my way 
to the Baltimore conference, where I se- 
cured about $500 for the Cuban mission, 
of which I have charge. My visit had 
no more to do with Mr. Stahiman’s visit 
to Washington and this publishing house 
matter than it had to do with General 
Wood’s visit and the Cuban tariff. I did 
not know Mr. Stahliman was to be there, 
and I have no idea he knew I was to be 
there. I did not see him, and have not 
seen him for several years. I heard that 
he was in Washington taking testimony 
in a suit in which he is the plaintiff, but 
I know. nothing about the object of his 
visit. I saw and talked with some of our 
Georgia senators and representatives and 
a few other members of congress. We 
talked of the Cuban question, matters in 
Georgia, and with some of them I had 
a few words about this publishing house 
matter, and that is all of it. 

“While I am talking of this matter, I 
am reminded to correct a_ statement 
which appeared in your columns in the 
form of a dispatch from Nashville, dated 
April 1. It is said in that communication 
that ‘the government accused the church 
of using fraudulent means to secure the 
money, and the church lifted up its 
hands and a reproachful countenance at 
the umhallowed name of Barbee.’ This 
is an incorrect statement, as will appear 
from reading the resolution adopted by 
the senate, which Treads as follows: 


‘* ‘Resolved, That the report of the committee. 


made July 8, 1898, be approved, and that no 
cérsure should rest upon the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, south, for the misstatements and 
concealments of the book agents in connec- 
tiof with the passage of the bill for the pay- 
ment .of the claim referred to in the letter 
of the bishops now under consideration; that 
the injury resulting therefrom affected only 
the beneficiaries of the fund and not the 
United States, and the senate should take 
no further action in the matter.’ 

“This resolution was adopted by the 
senate, as I understand, unanimously, 
on February 21, 1899. It should be ex- 
plained that the bishops had sent a com- 
munication to the senate saying that 
while the claim was absolutely just, if 
the senate would affirm its payment was 
due to misstatements or misrepresenta- 
tions the bishops would take steps to 
have the money returned to the govern- 
ment. To that letter of the bishops the 
resolution adopted by the senate refers, 
and it shows no blame upon the church 
and no injury to the government was in- 
cuTred by the passage of the bill—least 
of all, is it said that fraudulent means 
for the collection of the claim were em- 
ployed by the church.” 


To Build Through Oklahdéma. 


Guthrie, Okla., April 2.—President H. K. 
Bickford, of the Denver, Kansas and At- 
lantic, chartered to build from Denver 
to New Orleans, was here today relative 
to the construction of the line through 
Cklahoma. He stated that construction 
will begin very soon, as the greatest por- 
tion of ths road hes been routed. It is 
proposed to build through the main cities 
of Oklahoma.

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GRANADE FA 
FOR SLAYING OF POPE 
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Theodore J. Granade, defendant in the murder trial under way in 
the superior court. ; 
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All Evidence Was in at the Adjournment of Court 
and Argument Opens Today-=Case Hinges 
on Disputed Points. 


Theodore J. Granade, the young dental 
student, charged with the murder of W, 
Jesse Pope, a fellow-student, was placed 
on trial for his life yesterday morning in 
the criminal superior court. The evi- 
dence was all in and both sides announced 
closed last night shortly before 7 o'clock. 
The argument of counsel will begin this 
morning and a verdiot is expected some 
time this afternoon: 

Judge A. W. Fite, of Cartersville, is 
presiding over the trial for Judge John 
S. Candler, who was too ill to go on the 


bench yesterday. 

Able legal talent is arrayed on either 
side and a hard battle is being waged. 
The state is’ represented by § Solicitor 
Charlie Hill and Hon. W. A. Dodson, of 
Americus, former president of the state 
senate. The defense fs represented by At- 
tcrney Reuben Arnold, Jr., Colonel Albert 
H. Cox and Frank O'Brien. 

The main issue ts ‘whether Pope struck 
Granade with a pair of metal knucks be- 
fore the stabbing: “Two eyewttnesses 
were put on the stand, cne by the state 
and one by the defendant and their state- 
ments were in direct conflict. 

The state is making out its case on thea 
line that the killing was unprovoked and 
that Pope was unarmed at the time of 
the stabbing. To prove this they rely 
principa'ly on the “eyewitness; on the 
dying declaration Pope, and on the search 
of the clothing of Pope, which, it is 
claimed, failed to reveal any Weapon. 

Self-Defense Claimed. 

On the other hand the defense is claim- 
ing self-defense. It is contended that 
Pope was the larger man of the two; that 
he struck Granade with a pair of metal 
knucks, and that Granade stabbed him in 
order to protect his own life. 

The following is a list of the twelve 
men who are to determine the fate of the 
prisoner: 

G. N. Meacham, J. A. Rawlings, Joe 
Miller, L. B. Stroup, R. A. Fraser, Guy 
W. Kennedy, T. ‘S. Burdett, D. W. Liz- 
gon, E. L. Brenner, A. H. G. Howell, W. 
D. Greene and W. H.. Prickett. 

Granade is a mere boy. He is small of 
stature, clean shaven, and has glossy 
black hair. He evinced much interest in 
the proceedings and followed closely the 
thread of evidence. He was calm and 
collected at all times and showed no 
signs of nervousness, frequently smilie 
and conversing with his attorneys and 
his father, G. W. Granade, who occu- 
pied a seat near him. Near the state’s 
attorneys sat J. C. Pope, father of the 
dead young man, Emmet Pop2, a brother, 
and John Goodwin, of Newnan, an uncle. 

The tragedy occurred several’ weeks 
ago. According to the evidence it result- 
ed from a dispute between Granade and 
Pope at the Columbia theater on a Satur- 
day night. Monday morning they met in 
the lecture room of the Atlanta Dental 
college and there the Stabbing occurred. 


Trouble Started at Theater. 

It was shown that Pope had gone to 
the theater with a friend and-ocpupied a 
sedt next to a young woman, Mrs. Annie 
Grimes, and that Granade and two 


” 


friends were on the row immediately in 
front. Granade placed his arm about one 
of his friends and it rested on the hat of 
the yvoung woman in her lap. Pope re- 
quested him to remove his: arm and some 
words followed. Seme of the witnesses 
for the defense testified that Pope 
threatened to ‘put Granade out of the 
opera house or invite him out. It was 
testified for the state that Granade told 
Pope he would see him later. ; 

As to the fatal fight, the two student 
eyewitnesses, Webb and McCorkeraale, 
differed, The state’s witness, Webb, testi- 
fied that he heard a. noise like a scuffle 
and looked up from some work, just as 
the stabbing occurred. He saw Pope 
throw both of his hands over the wound, 
but saw no knucks. e 

McCorkerdale states that he heard Gra- 
nade ask Pope why he had treated hing 
so badly at the opera house; that Pope 
did not answer, but squaring himself, 
struck Granade with a pair of knucks and 
attempted to strike a second time. As he 
did so, the witness stated, Granade’s hand 
shot cut and Pope exclaimed that he was 
stabbed. 3 

Pope’s Dying Declaration. 

The dying declaration of Pope was 
testified to by Police Sergeant Moon and 
Professor Flint, of the dentat college. In 
substance it is: 

At the operd house Pope asked Granade 
tc remove his arm from the young wom- 
an’s hat. Granade said: ‘‘What have you 
got to do with it? It’s none of your damn 
business,”” to: which Pope repiied, “I'll 
make it some of my business.’’ Granade 
said he would fee him later. Monday 
n:orning when Pope went to the college 
Granade told him he wanted to see nim. 
They walked away and Granade pulled a 
sharp instrument, which looked like a 
dirk. Pope realized that ne would be cut 
and siruck Granade with his fist to save 
himself. Almost simultaneously the blow 
with the weapon was dealt. Pope said he 
jad no knucks and that the stabbing was 
dene for nothing. 

Evidence was introduced 
no weapon had veen found 
clothing. 

Statement of Defendant. 

The prisoner made a complete state- 
ment of the transaction, claiming that he 
acted in self-defense. He declared that 
Pope struck him with knucks and thaf he 
acted as he did in fear for his own life. 
He concluded his statement dramatically. 

“Gentlemen of the jury,” said he, “I am 
very sorry this happened, but I could not 
help it. Had I not acted as I did today 
I would be in another world.”’ 

When the defense first opened several 
witnesses were put or. the stand to show 
the good character of the defendant and 
to show that he was peaceable. Among 
these were Congressman George W. Tay- 
ler, Rev. Mr. Parker and Sheriff Bolling, 
all of Alabama, the home of Granade. 
Pope resided in Americus. 

Both sides announced closed shortly 
before 7 o’clock and Judge Fite udjourned

MEET LEANDER 


“Bobby” Walthour and Geo. 
Leander To Enter in Bat- 
‘tle Royal. 


EFFORTS WILL BE MADE TO 
SMAS.J WORLD'S RECORD 


Both Men in Fine Conditionand Each 
Is Confident of Result—Wiil 
Be the Hardest Fought 
Race of the 
Season. 


Tonight the greatest race of the Coll- 
seum meet will be pulled off when Bobby 
Walthour, the idol of the rooters, will 
again meet George Leander, of Chicago, 
in three 5-mile motor-paced heats. Inter- 
est over the race is at fever point, and 
while Walthour is a favorite there are 
many who will back Leander to the lim- 
it. Leander defeated Walthour in a sim- 
ilar race a few weeks ago, but during 
the first heat he was thrown from his 
wheel and sustained injuries that made 


‘it impossible for him to ride in anything 


like his usual form. The rooters were not 
at all satisfied with the result, and their 
hearts were gladdened when it was an- 
nounced that the two men would ride 
again. Both men are jn the best of con- 
dition and it will be nip and tuck be- 
tween them from the time the starting 


gun is fired. 

Both Walthour and Leander worked 
twice yesterday, Walthour going 5-mile 
sireiches and Leander 10. In his work outs 
Leander rode faster than h»> ever before 
rode on the Coliseum track. In fact, he 
showed vast improvement of form, go- 
ing his 10 miles in the morning at an av- 
erage gait of 1:40 all the way, and his 10 
in the afternoon at a gait of 1:39. In the 
morning Walthour started at a 1:40 galt 
and finished with 2 fast miles in 1:36 each. 
In the afternoon Walthour contented him- 
self with more moderate speed. The in-* 
dications all point to a very close, hard 
race in each heat, for Leander is confi- 
dent, as is also Walthour. 

Leander is such a surprising performer 
that he is likely to prove a harder nut 
to crack than is anticipated. Walthour 
expects to break records in beating him 
and this gives a pretty close line on what 


Walthour looks for in the great struggle. ; 


In this race Walthour thas everything to 
lose, for, should Leander defeat him, it 
would be a hard blow to Bobbie and 
would place Leander right up qmong the 
top notchers of the yedr at a bound and 
give thim precedence among the eastern 
promoters for big races early in: the year. 

In addition to the big race of tonight 
there will be a four-cornered match race 
in w ich “Laittie’’ ‘enn, Frank J. Cadwell, 
Johnny Lake and Jimmy Hunter will 
contest. These men will meet in two 
heats of a mile each and the winners will 
ride together to decide first and second 
money. the lowers riding together to de- 
cide third and fourth money. Fenn will 
ride al mile exhibition back of the 
“White Ghost’? motor and two of the 
motormen will compete in a motor race,

Major Ww. H. Smyth Left Collection 
of Books to It. 


IS’ VALUED AT OVER $600 


Largest Gift the Library Has Re- 
ceived Since the Bequest from 
the Kidd Estate. 


A large collection of valuable reference 


books, which were bequeathed to. the 
Carnegie library by the late Major W. H. 
Smyth, were yesterday placed in the 
library. The collection is valued at over 
$600 and is the largest gift of books that 
the libtary has ever received, with the 
exception of the $1,000 bequest from the 
Kidd estate in the early eighties. 

The books left the library by Major 
Smyth were very gratefully received, as 
just at this time the library needs a great 
many volumes to supply the great de- 
mand for books. The trustees believe 
that-this gift will be followed by others, 
and trust that the friends of the library 
will heed the example set by Major 
Smyth and remember the institution in 
their wills. 

Major Smyth was always a good friend 
to the library and a frequent visitor. He 
came of a literary family and from a 


locality where the public library had al- 


ways been a prominent factor in public 
life. He was related to the poet, Long- 
fellow, and to Holmes. There are a num- 
ber of poets and scholars in his imme- 
diate family, and the major was a quiet 
and thorough scholar.

WARMER WINDS, 
WITH RAIN TODAY 


Menace to Fruit Crop No Longer Ex- 
ists, Say Experts. 


ENTOMOLOGIST SCOTT TALKS 


Glight Frost of Yesterday Morning 
May Have Some Effect on Fruit 
Crop, but Very Little—No 
Longer Much Danger 
from Cold. 


The present coia spell has not damaged 
the fruit crop, or at least not to any ex~- 
tent, @ccoraing to siatements made yes- 
terday by State Entomologist W. M. Scott 
na Weather Forecaster J. B. Marbury. 
The reason that the crops were not dam- 
aged by the frost is given 4s the high 
winds which, have prevailed for. several 
days past. These winds prevented mois- 
ture from forming on the plants, which, 

d it done so, Would have “:ozen and in 
all probability seriousty damaged the 
crops. 

Mr. Scott was seen by @ representative 
ef The ‘Constitution at his office in the 
capito] , yesterday morning. When asked 
if he believed that the erops had been 
injured by the frost he said: “The prob- 
abilities are that the crops have not been 
damaged. The reason I asoribe for this 
is that the heavy winds kept the trees dry 
and prevented the moisture from freez- 
ing and destroying the crops. For this 
reason < not’ believe that the frult 
crop has been injured. I have not made 
any observation as yet today, but yester- 
day the damage to the fruit crop was 
only triffing.”’ 

When asked his opinion about the much 
feared damage to the fruit crop by the 
heavy frosts of the past few days, Mr. 
Marbury said to the reporter: 

“I do not believe that the damage to 
the fruit crop, caused by the frosts, Is 
worthy of consideration. Frost is form- 
ed by the radiation of heat from the plant 
until the temperature of the plant gets 
below what we term the ‘dew point,’ or 
point at which moisture -will form. There 
is always a certain amount of moisture 
in the air, and the dryer it is the lower 
will be the temperature at which dew 
will form. The winds coming. from the 
northwest, an extremely dry quarter, for 
the past two days, there has been very 
little moisure and consequently the tem- 
perature did fot go down to the dew 
point until late last night or early this 
motning. The winds, keeping the. air con- 
stantly in cireulation, prevented the de- 
posit of moisture, which would have form- 
ed had the air been still. The vegetation 
in the lowlands undoubtedly suffered 
from the frosts, as the air in the low- 
lands, more or less free from the infiu- 
énee of the winds, became stagnated and 
heavy frosts were the result. From ° 
commercial point of view. however, I do 
mot believe that the damage is worthy of 
consideration.” 

Warmer weather and rain are the pros- 
pects held out for today by Forecaster 
Marbury. ‘he temperature will propably 
probably take a jump if the winds change 
so that winds from the south will prevail 
here. A low bha@rometer prevalis in the 
west over Texas. This section Is not un- 
der the influence of this iow barometer, 
however, but when it gets far enough 
east, it will draw warm winds in from 
the gulf, which, coming into contact with 
the cold air here, will in all probability 
cause Tain, and the temperature will rise.

NEW-ROAD AND NEW BRIDGE 


County Commissioners Yesterday De- 
cided on Two Improve- 
ments. . 

The board of county commissioners, at 
their regular meeting yesterday morning, 
took action on two important matters— 
the building of a new road to Roswell 
and the construction of an iron bridge 
over the Chattahoochee river at Pace's 
ferry.
